Sweeping changes in the conduct 
of 
Municipal 
Court 
sessions — 
some of them the result of new 
state laws intended to safeguard 
the constitutional rights of defend­ 
ants and others intended to lend 
dignity to what essentially is a 
solemn 
proceeding — 
w ere 
an­ 
nounced Friday by Judge Samuel 
M. Chertoff shortly after he as­ 
sum ed office. 
The judge explained that a new 
procedure in which he will explain 
legal rights both individually and 
collectively to all d e f e n d a n t s 
brought before him is the result 
of a law enacted at the last ses­ 
sion of the State Legislature and 
tim ed to take effect Jan. I. 


THE JUDG E EX PLA IN ED he 
has prepared a written statem ent 
based on the new law which he 
will read to the prisoners e a c h 
morning when crim inal court pro­ 
ceedings com m ence. In addition. 
he said, the defendants' rights un­ 
der Ohio and U. S 
laws will be 
explained to them individually. 
For the first 
tim e. 
Municipal 
Court defendants will be allowed 
to enter an alternative plea of "no 
contest” in addition to the trad i­ 
tional “ guilty" or “ not guilty." In 
entering a plea of “ no contest,” 
the defendant leaves the burden 
of proof on the prosecution and in­ 
dicates that he will not offer ; / y 
dispute to those facts, the judge 
pointed out. 
Vhe statem ent which the judge 
will read to the defendants at each 
session follows:

.Among the people surprised by Nelson 
Rockefeller’s withdrawal from the presidential 
race are those who suddenly found they had 
some crow’ to eat 
The>- are the citizens with short patience for 
men who make all kinds of signs like candi­ 
dates but refuse to say they actually are can­ 
didates. A citizen who gets his dander up over 
the “ coy period" that precedes political cam­ 
paigns is best identified by this sort of re­ 
mark’ 
"Even-'body knows so-and-so is going to run 
Why doesn’t he come out and say so and stop 
all this phony fiddling around’’" 
Gov. Rockefeller’s decision shows such in­ 
dignant obsetw’ers that the fiddling around is 
not always phony. When a politician says he 
has a lot of things to think about before he 
makes up his mind, he probably is telling the 
truth and not just stalling for time. 
The basic thing he must think about is 
whether he can win. Related to that is how 
much it will cost him in money, time, energy 
and disnipted fami y life to win. Mixed in 
with those factors are the effect on his party 
and the number of friendships he is likely to 
lose if he makes the fight. 
All these must be weighed with the chilling 
thought in the background that his judgment 


might fail him and he would lose after all 
What would that cost him in terms of the 
future” 
Would-be candidates for most les.ser offices 
can do this kind of figuring quietly without 
making over lhat-tos.sing motions. But not 
presidential candidates. 
Before a man can cast a .serious eye on the 
top political job in the nation he must occupy 
a position of some prominence. And a promi­ 
nent man cannot travel around the country 
sounding out his opinions on critical issues, 
learning wh?f grass roots political feeling is or 
seeking necessary commitments from party 
leaders and still keep secret what he is up to. 
Indeed, the secret must he out before he 
can garner some of the information he need.s 
to make his deci.cion. 
Once the secret is out, hundreds of people 
jump to the ronclu.sion the would-be candidate 
himself is wisely fiwing to avoid jumping to- 
Thai, come fire or flood, he is going to make 
the rrce. 
If the "coy period" is trying for impatient 
onlod(ers, it is infinitely more so for the man 
personally involved in trying to be President. 
Rut it is inevitable because it is invaluable 
to him In Nelson Rockefeller's case, it prob­ 
ably saved his political life. 


Enclosed Please Find Cheeli 


Sen Hubert H, Humphrev-’s announcement 
that he will enter his name in W’i'consin’s 
presidential primary has a refreshing ring 
of candor. 
The Minnesotan says he will make a serious 
bid for Democratic favor in the presidential 
sweepstakes if financial support 
is 
forth­ 
coming. 
This marks him at the outset of the race 
as the financially needy candidate. It will be 
surprising if any of the other men being 
mentioned as entrants will make a direct 
appeal for money, especially Sen. dohn F. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts, who.se candidacy 
—if and when it is announced—will be under­ 
written in large part by a family fortune. 
Thus, as between the two senators from 
Minnesota and Massachusetts, there is a dif­ 
ference in financial backing that will give one 
the advantage of not having to worr>’ about 
wherewithal while the other must try to 
make his potential lack of wherewithal a vote- 
getting asset. 
The effect of Humphrey’s candor may be 
helpful to everybod>- concerned if it calls 
attention to the need for funds in politics. 
Too often, the public seems to hold the at­ 


titude that politics generates its own financial 
steam: that it does not hr’ve to pay its bills 
like any other organized endeavor. 
This results in putting politicians and po­ 
litical parties at the mercy of too few con­ 
tributors. It causes them to be too solicitous 
of large concentrations of available funds, 
such as labor unions. It deprive.s the masses 
of .American voter.s of the sense of participa­ 
tion in and responsibility for the two-party 
system that could overcome the problem of 
apathy ?t the polls. 
There has been a wide range of proposals 
for doing something about it, and none of 
them has been outstandingly successful "S’et 
the need for popular particination in politics 
becomes more urgent all the time. 
Sen Humphrey’s candor n ry not produce 
a .shower of certified checks, but it will have 
served part of its purpose if it stimulates a 
little thinking about the money that makes 
the political mare go. Few candidates can 
command the means to pay their own way 
in politics. The Kennedys. Harrimans and 
Rockefellers are the rare exceptions to the 
rule that someone else must put up the money 
for one of the trickiest gambles on earth.

Now’, as then, Americans cannot be sure 
what is going on inside Cuba.

Americans tend to belie\’e w’hat they want to 
believe. But a year of revolutionary govern­ 
ment under Castro has left an indelible im­ 
pression in the news. 
\\’hatever Castro set out to do that caused 
him to pick up devoted followers among edu­ 
cated Cuban moderates has not been able to 
satisfy these people as events moved along. 
There is no moderation in the Castro revo­ 
lution now. The moderates are disappearing. 
Whether the Communists who have identi­ 
fied the?pselves with Castro are his guiding 
force or merely a crowd of conspicuous pas­ 
sengers. they have put the curse of radical­ 
ism and violence on his regime. 
The fact the young Cuban premier does 
not seem to have been one of them from the 


outset and denies he is one of them now only 
points up the urgency of Cuba's problem. It 
does not matter greatly now w'hether Fidel 
Castro is a Communist or a prisoner of the 
Communists 
Cuba has fallen prey to the 
violence that Communi.sm begets, and Castro 
can do nothing about it. 
The chant of the Cuban mobs—“The Wall, 
the Wall, the Wall"—is an omen of evil for 
Cuba, for Castro and for all the people who 
dream of replacing bad government with 
good government in countries where force 
alone could turn the trick. 
Castro, himself, in on his w-ay to the wall. 
The executioners who are destroying 
his 
friends as well as his 
enemies will 
get 
around to him eventually. That is the histor>- 
.of revolutions that run away from moderates 
and turn into wild horses for the Valkyries of 
terror and mob violence 
The Valkyries design.ate the victims of ter­ 
ror with fine impartiality once death becomes 
the order of the era, as it has in Cuba one 
year from the date w’hen a corrupt and death- 
dealing government was put to rout.

A Review Of The Social Seeuritv Prom-aiii

TTiis is the first time the general 
tax rate has reached 3 per cent, 
although the original Social Secur­ 
ity .Act of 1935 contained provi­ 
sions to increase the rate on each 
to that level by 1949 
In fact, the whole program cov­ 
ering workers and their families 
and disabled workers an d their 
familie.s is vastly different from 
the one inaugurated under the or­ 
iginal Social Security Act of 1935. 
The act provided that retire­ 
ment benefits would be paid only 
to retired workers at age 65 or 
older, with the first payments to 
be made in 1942. 


CONGRESS began changing the 
program in 1939, moving up the 
Rrst payments to 1940 and provid­ 
ing benefits for members of fam­ 
ilies of retired or deceased work­ 
ers. 
Further major alterations were 
v(Hed successively m 1950, 19.52. 
1954. 19.56 and 1958 — all election 
years. 
More changes may be in store 
next year, also an election year 
Currently proposals under con.sid- 
eration center on medical care for 
the aged rather than on increases 
in the cash benefits. 
The broad program is estimated 
to have provided about $10,200,- 
000,000 in cash benefits during 1959 
to more than 13*2 million benefi­ 
ciaries. 
That compares with 35 million 
dollars paid out in 1940, the first 
year any benefits were payable 
The special social security tax 
to finance the program first be­ 
came effective Jan 1. 1937 That 
year the tax receipts amounted to 
514 million dollars. 
For 1959, the tax receipts were 
estimated at about $9.600.000 000. 
including those that finance dis­ 
ability benefits inaugurated by 19- 
56 changes in the law 


THROUGH THE years the tax 
receipts in excess of current ex­ 
penditures have been deposited in 
special trust funds at interest 
These receipts and the interest 
completely finance the program, 
including administrative costs The 
huge financial operation is not in­ 
cluded in the government’s annual 
budget. 
Expenditures to survivors and 
the retired have exceeded taxes 
collected for that purpose for a 
couple of years, but the new tax 
increase is expected to more than 
re.store the balance over the next 
three years. 
Under existing law there also 
will be further tax increases of 


one -half per cent each on employ­ 
es and 
employers every three 
years through 1969. at which time 
the rate will be 4*2 per cent on 
worker and employer, or a total of 
9 per cent. 
Similarly, the rate on self - em­ 
ployed will go up three • fourths 
per cent every three years to a 
level of 16 per cent. 
A trust fund for the old age 
and survivors insurance, the maj­ 
or program of the nine involved 
in social security law. stood at 
$23,028 877.904 on June 30, 1957 By 
Sept 30 of last year it had been 
reduced to $20.880.789.000. 
The trust fund to finance case 
benefits to disabled workers 50 or 
older and for their dependents has 
been increasing since its establish­ 
ment in 1956 and stood at $1.792,- 
088.000 on Sept. 30. 


AS THE TAX bite has increas­ 
ed through the years the benefits 
have been 
increased, 
additional 
groups of workers have been cov­ 
ered and 
additional 
dependents 
have been made eligible for bene­ 
fits. 
Under the original program the 
fax rate was 1 per cent on the 
first $3 000 of annual earnings, ap­ 
plying to both employes and em­ 
ployers. The rate began to move 


upward in 19.50, becoming 1*2 per 
cent on the first $3 000, 
The taxable base w’as increased 
to $3,600 in 1951, There were fur­ 
ther increases in the rate or ex­ 
pansions of the taxable base ef­ 
fective in 1954, 1955.

His circle of intimates 
grows smaller and smaller, al­ 
though his contacts are inni •■ér­ 
able. 
He learns to evaluate those who 
work for him and to know what 
they know and do that, in a lim­ 
ited field, is important to him. 
It is not a free life. He is not 
lucky, but in many cases unlucky 
A young rich man may want to 
he an engineer, or a writer, or a 
doctor, or a lawyer 
But the crushing load of respon­ 
sibility for the administration of 
vast properties shuts off the hap­ 
pier destiny. If he has character, 
a.s all the Rockefeller grandsons 
have, he accepts the family re­ 
sponsibility an d makes what he 
can of it 
All this must be considered in 
determining this m o m e n t o u s 
choice At a distance, it seems to 
be a very wise choice, indeed

This

thoughts of Christmas still linger 
on. Thus t h e following explana­ 
tion. 
Though we use the names of San­ 
ta Claus and St. .Nicholas synony­ 
mously there really is quite broad 
distinction between the two. Their 
eras were more than a thousand 
years apart; 
but their 
legends 
much the same. 
St. Nicholas lived a b o u t the 
year 3.50, He was a patron saint 
of romantic old Russia. Most that 
is known of him is legendary, yet 
he was real. 


Santa Claus is barely as old as 
this country. His name is a cor­ 
ruption of St. Nicholas. 
The Dutch settlers of New Am­ 
sterdam. now New York, “ discov- 
ered" our .Santa Claus 
That is 
they gave him that name. First 
Sankt Klaus 'for Sankt Nikolas» 
then 
San 
Klaus, 
finally Santa 
Claus The jolly old fellow is that 
young 
The way is cleared for the “ lit­ 
tle round belly, that shook when 
he laughed like a bowlful of jel­ 
ly" in the immortal Christmas 
poem of Dr. Clement Moore. Dr. 
Moore lived 1779-1863 in the Chel­ 
sea section of .Mahattan, then way 
out in the country, now West 2.3rd 
St. He was an author and teacher 
of Oriental and Greek literature. 


IN HIS POEM, as perennial as 
Christmas itself, the doctor shyly 
talked from his heart, he thought 
just to his children. He was a 
learned man, and bit a.'hamed o f 
“ The Night Before Christmas." 
But, as newspapers do, the Troy 
Record dug it out and printed it. 
No Christmas message has been 
more 
printed 
since. 
A u t h o r 
Moore’s other works rest in rela­ 
tive ob.scurily. 
Tlie other name for “ The Night 
Before Christmas” is “ A V i s i t 
from St. Nicholas.” Nowhere is 
Santa Clau.s mentioned in it. He 
had not yet come to be known by 
that name: hut all of the nice 
things we know' about him were 
familiar to children then. Th e 
poem says so. 
In a way that poem links our 
Santa Claus and St. Nicholas w’ho 
lived 1,400 years before. St, Nich­ 
olas was a bishop, the patron of 
children and the young. His festi­ 
val was on Dec. 6 and is associat­ 
ed with a custom sometimes mim­ 
icked in our cities today. 
On that day there was cho.sen 
a Boy Bishop, who dressed in bish­ 
op’s robes and held mock jurisdic­ 
tion over the young until Holy In­ 
nocents' Day, Dec. 28 Kept them 
good for Christmas. The Feast of 
St. Nicholas w’as celebrated many 
places in the Did World. 
St. Nicholas also was the protec­ 
tor of merchants, sailors and trav­ 
elers, He’s stuck pretty loyal to 
the merchants, the Christmas ads 
reveal 


BUT HOW come that the mod­ 
ern edition of St. Nicholas is so 
mysterious, gives so anonjTiiously 
and keep.s out of sight? I mean 
the real Santa Claus — not his 
helpers whom the children see. Al­ 


ways tell them they’re just help­ 
ers, lest they see the cotton whis­ 
kers drop off. 
Legend has it that St, Nichola.^ 
concealed his good deeds and that 


the custom of .secret gifts from 
Santa Claus had an origin which 
is little known. 
There is no genuine historic con­ 
nection between Cliristmas and 
Santa Clau.s. At first the anony­ 
mous giving custom was observed 
on St. Nicholas Eve, Dec. 5; then 
later moved to Christmas. There­ 
after St. Nicholas and Christmas 
became inseparable in childhood s 
mind. 


But it was not gifts to children 
that brought the secret giving 
about. It was something even no­ 
bler than that, the story goes. 
Human nature has never chang­ 
ed and one time, 1.600 years ago. 
three young women who coveted 
things they could not have were 
minded to obtain them the immor­ 
al way. 


On the eve of their life of shame 
St. Nicholas of Bari. Bi.shop of 
Myra in Asia Minor, surreptitious­ 
ly gave them gift.s of the things 
they craved, which kept them to 
the narrow path. 


Thus, and so foreign to the cus­ 
tom now. came about the Christ­ 
mas stocking and Saint Nick — 
our Santa Claus, .so generous, foxy 
and so loved. 
These are legends — nothing 
more.

Though we use the nam es of San­ 
ta Claus and St. Nicholas synony­ 
m ously there really is quite broad 
distinction between the two. Their 
e ra s w ere m ore than a thousand 
y e a r s a p a r t; 
but 
their 
legends 
m u ch the sam e. 


St. Nicholas lived a b o u t the 
y e a r 350. He w as a patron saint 
of ro m an tic old Russia. Most that 
is known of him is leg endary, yet 
he w as real. 


S anta Claus is barely as old as 
this country. His n a m e is a co r­ 
ruption of St. Nicholas. 
The Dutch settlers of New A m ­ 
s te rd a m . now New York, "d isco v ­ 
e r e d ” our Santa Claus. T hat is 
they gave him that nam e. 
F irst 
Sankt Klaus 'for Sankt Nikolas* 
then 
San 
Klaus, 
finally 
S anta 
Claus 
The jolly old fellow is that 
young. 
The way is cleared for the "lit­ 
tle round belly, th at shook when 
he laughed like a bowlful of jel­ 
ly ” 
in 
the 
im m o rtal 
C h ristm as 
poem of Dr. C lem ent Moore. Dr. 
M oore lived 1779-1863 in the Chel­ 
se a section of M a h attan, then w ay 
out in the country, now West 23rd 
St. He w as an author and teacher 
of O riental and G reek literatu re. 


IN HIS POEM , as perennial as 
C h ristm a s itself, the doctor shyly 
talk ed from his h e a rt, he thought 
ju st to his children. He 
w as a 
learn ed m an . and bit a s h a m e d of 
" T h e 
Night 
Before 
C h ristm a s .” 
But, as new spap ers do, th e T roy 
R ecord dug it out and printed it. 
No C h ristm as m e s sa g e h a s been 
m o re 
printed 
since. 
A u t h o r 
M oore’s other works rest in re la ­ 
tive obscurity. 
The other n am e for "T h e Night 
Before C h ristm a s” is “ A V i s i t 
from St. 
N icholas.” N ow here is 
S an ta Claus m entioned in it. He 
had not yet com e to be known by 
th at 
n am e; 
but 
all of the nice 
things we know about him were 
fam iliar 
to children 
then. 
T h e 
poem says so. 
In a way that poem links our 
S anta Claus and St. Nicholas who 
lived 1,400 y ears before. St. Nich­ 
olas w as a bishop, the patron of 
children and the young. His festi­ 
val was on Dec. 6 and is asso ciat­ 
ed with a custom so m e tim es m im ­ 
icked in our cities today. 
On that day th e re w as chosen 
a Boy Bishop, who dressed in bish­ 
o p ’s robes and held m ock ju risd ic­ 
tion over the young until Holy In­ 
nocents' Day, Dec. 28 
K ept them 
good for C hristm as. The F e a s t of 
St. Nicholas was celeb rated m an y 
places in the Old World. 
St. Nicholas also was the protec­ 
tor of m erch an ts, sailors an d tr a v ­ 
elers. H e's stuck p retty loyal to 
the m erch an ts, the C h ristm as ads 
reveal. 


BUT HOW com e that the m o d ­ 
ern edition of St. Nicholas is so 
m ysterio us, gives so anonym ously 
an d keeps out of sight? I m ean 
th e real Santa Claus — not his 
help ers whom the children see. Al- 
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ways tell them they’re ju st help­ 


ers, lest they see the cotton whis­ 


kers drop off. 
Legend has it th at St. Nicholas 


concealed his good deeds and that 


the custom of secret gifts from 


Santa Claus had an origin which 


is little known. 


T h ere is no genuine historic con­ 
nection between 
C h ristm as 
a n d 
Santa Claus. At first the an ony­ 
mous giving custom w as observed 
on St. Nicholas Eve, Dec, 5; then 
later moved to C hristm as. T h e re ­ 
after St. Nicholas an d C h ristm as 
b ec a m e in sep arab le in childhood s 
mind. 


But it was not gifts to children 
that 
brought 
the 
se c re t 
giving 
about. It was som ething even no­ 
bler than th at, the sto ry goes. 
H um an n a tu re has never ch an g ­ 
ed and one tim e, 1.600 y ears ago. 
three young w om en who coveted 
things they could not have w ere 
m inded to obtain th em the im m o r­ 
al way. 


On the eve of their life of sh am e 
St. 
Nicholas 
of Bari. 
Bishop of 
Myra in Asia Minor, su rrep titio us­ 
ly g a v e them gifts of the things 
they craved, which kept th em to 
the n arro w path. 


Thus, and so foreign to the cus­ 
tom now. c a m e about the C hrist­ 
m a s stocking and Saint Nick - 
our S anta Claus, so generous, foxy 
and so loved.

The Democrats were sworn in 
Thursday. The Republicans were 
sworn in Friday, and the Demo­ 
crats walked out after being re­ 
buffed in attempts to question the 
seating of the Republicans. 
Rossetti’s death after his elec­ 
tion to a second term, left a 7-^-1 
split in the new council, with the 
deciding vote on selection of a re­ 
placement falling to Council Presi­ 
dent Myron Van Nostran, a Re­ 
publican.

IJ MW Offirial Speaks 
New Industry Or Taxes 
Urged For West Virginia 


BECKLEY (yP — West Virginia. 
President George J. Titler of Uni­ 


ted Mine Workers District 29 said 
in a weekend statement, should 


double its efforts to bring new 
industry or raise 15 million more 


dollars in taxes. 
He 
s o m e w h a t 
reluctantly 
brought up the idea of a con­ 
sumers’ sales tax increase in dis­ 
cussing steps to "prime the pump- 
in West Virginia and put buying^ 
power into the hands of people 
idle through no fault of their own.” j 
More tax revenue, Titler said, 
can be obtained “ with a sever­ 
ance tax. a personal income tax 
or. as a last resort, one cent more j 
consumers’ 
sales 
tax-earmarked 
for relief only.” 
| 
The Legislature has had before 
it several times in recent years 
bills to impose a personal income, 
tax. and to place a severance tax 
on the production of natural re­ 
sources. None of the measures has 
been enacted finally. 
Among several measures pro­ 
posed by Gov. Underwood in his 
call for the 19 60 Legislature toj 
convene here J an, 13 was one to 
exempt food purchases from the 


state’s current 2-per cent consum­ 
ers’ sales tax. 
That would cut general revenue 
by an estimated nine million dol­ 
lars a year, but Underwood said 
he would be prepared to suggest 
to legislators means of balancing 
that toss by other revenue meas­ 
ures. 
The tax exemption proposal was 
among several generally outlined 
by Underwood as steps to relieve 
economic stress in West Virginia. 
Titler said that the consumers’ 
sales tax has always been obnoxi­ 
ous to the common people and 
still is because "it taxes the poor 
more than the rich.” His state­ 
ment continued; 
"The tax burden should be put ! 
on the people with the ability to' 
pay, which makes the severance 
tax or personal income tax more, 
equitable. 
! 
"The corporation-controlled Sen­ 
ate will not pass any tax bill that 
is not approved by the Chamber 
of Commerce, so it seems that the' 
only hope of gettng tax revenue 
to eliminate distress is a consum-i 
ers’ sales tax.” 
Titler said such a tax increase 
should be earmarked "for relief 
only.”

More tax revenue. Titler said, 
can be obtained “with a sever­ 
ance tax, a personal income tax 
or. as a last resort, one cent more j 
consumers’ 
sales 
tax-earmarked 
for relief only.” 


The Legislature has had before 
It several times in recent years 
bills to impose a personal income! 
tax, and to place a severance tax 
on the production of natural re­ 
sources. None of the m easures has 
been enacted finally. 


Among several measures 
pro­ 
posed by Gov. Underwood in his 
call for the 1960 Legislature to 
convene here Jan. 13 was one to 
exempt food purchases from the 


state’s current 2-per cent consum­ 
ers' sales tax. 
That would cut general revenue 
by an estimated nine million dol­ 
lars a year, but Underwood said 
he would be prepared to suggest 
to legislators means of balancing 
that loss by other revenue m eas­ 
ures. 
The tax exemption proposal was 
among several generally outlined 
by Underwood as steps to relieve 
economic stress in West Virginia. 
Titler said that the consumers’ 
sales tax has always been obnoxi­ 
ous to the common people and 
still is because “it taxes the poor! 
more than the rich.” His state­ 
ment continued: 
“The tax burden should be put 
on the people with the ability to 
pay, which makes the severance 
tax or personal income tax more 
equitable. 
“The corporation-controlled Sen­ 
ate will not pass any tax bill that 
is not approved by the Chamber 
of Commerce, so it seem s that the 
only hope of gettng tax revenue 
to elim inate distress is a consum­ 
ers’ sales tax.” 
Titler said such a tax increase 
should be earmarked “for relief 
only.”

Cincinnati’s 
Salvage Corp. 
To End Duty 


CINCINNATI (AP) — The city 
Salvage Corps, a decades-old link 
with the past that never lost its 
usefulness, ends it duty Monday. 
Fire Chief Dan F. Vogel said 
Friday night a request for more 
men to run the unit was turned 
down. 
He said the fire department no 
longer has enough manpower to 
run the Salvage Carps efficiently. 
Fifteen men borrowed from eth­ 
er fire companies six months ago 
will 
be returned to department 
posts. 
The Salvage Corps was set up 
73 years ago to keep fire losses 
at a minimum. 
While firefighters were dousing 
a blaze, the corps would m ove in 
with tarpaulins and other gear to 
keep water and fire aw ay from 
undamaged parts. 
A group of insurance com panies 
financed the corps. But six months 
ago they decided that it was too 
expensive, although still useful. 
The fire department took over 
the equipment and sought to run 
it as part of its firefighting units. 
Chief Vogel said he rem em bered 
several fires in the past year 


where the salvage unit prevented 
need for extra alarms. 


“From 
a 
firefighters 
stand­ 
point,” he said, “the loss of the 
activity of the Salvage Corps as 
a working unit will be felt strong 
ly.”

11 killed In 
Roud Mishaps

Although safety officials predict­ 
ed a higher highway death toll dur­ 
ing the Christmas holiday week­ 
end, the New Year’s period ap­ 
pears headed to become the more 
deadly. 
Since the dead count began at 
6 p.m. Thursday. 11 persons have 
been reported killed on the state’s 
roads. During the entire Christmas 
weekend only 17 persons died on 
the roads—and only six of thein 
perished during the first 30 hours 
of the period. 
Last year, in a New Year’s 
weekend that was a day longer, 
the highway toll reached 17. The 
over-all count, however, was 30 
which included two who died in 
fires and 11 others in miscel­ 
laneous accidents. 
The only other accidental death 
reported this weekend was a 4- 
year-old girl who was shot.

The color trans­ 
parencies will be filed in both a 
numerical system and by group­ 
ings of criminals’ methods of oper­ 
ation.

will take a front and side view of 
the person on the same transpar­ 
ency. 
“The public can be a great help 
to us by noting physical peculiari­ 
ties," said Capt. James K. Dodge, 
head of the scientific bureau of 
identification.

Each suspect will be photographed 
with film from which both black 
and w hite prints and color tran s­ 
parencies can be m ade The tra n s­ 
parencies then will be used in 
slides, to show the full-length fig­ 
ure of the suspect in color. 
Black and white picture files 
will be continued. The color transr 
parencies will be filed in both a 
num erical system and by group­ 
ings of crim inals’ m ethods of oper­ 
ation. 
The cam era to be used for the 
color shots will be a germ an- 
m ade, 
35-m ilimeter 
type 
which 
will take a front and side view of 
the person on the sam e tran sp ar­ 
ency. 
"The public can be a great help 
to us by noting physical peculiari­ 
ties,” said Capt. Jam es K. Dodge, 
head of the scientific bureau of 
identification. ‘‘We’ll be able to 
m ake good use of anything they 
can tell us about moles, scars, 
hair color and so forth.”

Census Taker Wants To See YO 


He's not a snooper or a tattletale, just somebody who helps us 


build roads, make clothes, plan schools, and do many other thi)i(/s

S 


OM E 160,000 M EN and women soon will be fan­ 
ning out in all directions in the most far-flung 
man hunt in history. They will cover roughly 25 
million miles—or 1,000 times around the world— in 
pursuit of facts about an estimated 180 million 
Americans from Hawaii to Alaska. 
This formidable army of sleuths will visit 60 mil­ 
lion city and rural households, bringing to a climax 
the 1960 U.S. census, which is now under way. To 
gather their fii-sthand statistical story of every man. 
woman, and child in the nation, they will track 
down people wherever they are to be found, 
whether it be city or wilderness. 
They will make their way into caves, mines, tun­ 
nels, boxcars, barn lofts, abandoned streetcai-s, and 
other unlikely habitations. They will fly helicopters 
in isolated Western mountain areas, use rowboats 
in the Southern delta, slog by dog sled along the 


What the Census Will Show 


After the 1960 census findings are completed, reports 


running to approximately 100,000 pages will be published 
Here is a Family Weekly preview of what Census Bureau 
officials expect to find. 
1. The largest population increase in U .S. history. 


The 1950 U .S. nose count was 151,132,000, com­ 
pared with an estimated 180,000,000 in 1960. 
2. More women than men. In 1950, women outnum­ 
bered men for the first time—by a million. In 1960 
the feminine lead will probably jump to two million. 
3. More young and old people. The nation had 38 


million children under 14 in 1950, and the figure 
may soar to 55 million for 1960. Similarly, the 12 
million persons over 65 a decade ago may reach 
16 million in 1960. 
4. More married couples. In 1950, there were 36 mil­ 
lion married couples, compared with an expected 
40 million in 1960. 
5. More houses and apartmenu. Ten years ago the 


nation had 46 million dwelling units. This figure 
will probably reach 58 million in this census. 
6. More people in cities and suburbs. In 19^, nearly 


two out of three Americans lived in cities with 
more than 2,500 population and in areas surround­ 
ing cities of .50,000 population. The 1960 census 
will probably confirm this strong city-suburban 
trend and a continued decline in farm population. 
7. More children in schools. Thirty million children 


were enrolled in schools in 1950. This year 45 mil­ 
lion probably will be counted. 


8. More women workers. In the past eight years, tlie 


number of women workers—especially married 
women working outside their homes—increased 
by four million. The 1960 census is expected to 
show an even higher figure. 


Arctic Circle. Their man hunt will take them inside 
prisons, hospitals, and countless other institutions. 
There is nothing vague or whimsical about the 
questions they will ask when they come calling on 
you. On the contrary, the information unearthed by 
census sleuths will affect the way Americans live 
during the next ten years. The facts will enable 
government, private industry, and labor to plan 
their programs with a minimum of guesswork. 
New hospitals, schools, factories, supermarkets, 
and transportation facilities will be built because of 
what census figures reveal about as. Businessmen 
use census statistics to deteimine their production. 
An automobile manufacturer, for example, doesn’t 
draw a number out of a hat to decide how many new 
cai-s to build. Nor does a clothing manufacturer 
arbitrarily decide how many winter coats to pro­ 
duce. Each is guided by census figures which give 
an accurate picture of his potential market. 
Even your state's representation in Congress may 
be affected by 1960 population figures. The U. S. 
Constitution requires that .seats in the House of 
Representatives “...shall be apportioned among the 
... States... according to their respective num­ 
b e rs...” Thus, California is expected to have more 
Congressmen after the 1960 censas, and Maine and 
New York fewer. 
The law requires you to answer census ques­ 
tions, so don’t try to avoid or withhold information 
from the enumerator who calls on you. There’s 
really no reason to, since the information you give 
is confidential and can’t be ased again-st you. In 
fact, a census taker who violates the oath of secrecy 
can be fined $1,000 and jailed for two years. 
C 


h a n c e s a r e . censas takei*s will be bitten by dogs, 
chased by bears, gored by bulls, butted by 
goats, and wet by babies. But it would take more 
than such hazards to deter them from their quest 
for information. They are prepared, too, for some 
unique, amusing, and hazardous situations. 
One nose counter in a previous censas notictxl 
a prospector on the opposite bank of a river. Since 
there was no boat handy, he swam across with 
paper and pencil in his teeth. 
In 1950, another census taker was barred from 
a nudist colony until he shed his garments. Then 
the nudists willingly answered his questions. 
Nothing seems to faze the experienced census 
taker. One male enumerator ascended an 80-foot 
flagpole to get the facts from a steeple jack who 
refused to come down. 
Census takers are inured, too, to some surpris­ 
ing replies to innocent questions. When a Brook­ 
lyn secretary, for example, was asked if .she shared 
a bath, .she replied indignantly, “I always bathe 
alone!*’ And a woman who was asked to name the 
“head of the household” replied, “That’s me. My 
husband is the figurehead.” 
People often lie about their ages, especially 
women between 45 and 60. One mother of a 22-year- 
old daughter insisted she was only 29. When the

enumerator pointed out the di.screpancy, she ad­ 
mitted. “I’ve lied about my age so long, I’ve for­ 
gotten how old 1 really am.” 
On the other hand, men in their 90s often claim 
to be 100. “Many men tend to round out their ages 
upward in round numbers,” .says a census official 
In their rounds, census takers sometimes are 
called on to perfonn acts of heroism. One arrived 
just in time to join a bucket brigade and help .save 
a burning building he had come to enumerate. An­ 
other, smelling gas in a city apartment, forcwl open 
the door and resuscitated an unconscious woman 
The hardest people to track down are tho.se trav­ 
eling around the country in search of work or ad­ 
venture. To reach them, on March 31 the Census 
Bureau will stage a T- (for Traasients) Night. Enu­ 
merators will visit hotels, motels, rooming houses 
railway stations, trailer camps, YMCAs.

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o m e 160,000 m e n and women soon will be fan­ 
ning out in all directions in the most far-flung 
man hunt in history. They will cover roughly 25 
million miles—or 1,000 times around the world— in 
pursuit of facts about an estimated 180 million 
Americans from Hawaii to Alaska. 
This formidable army of sleuths will visit 60 mil­ 
lion city and rural households, bringing to a climax 
the 1960 U.S. census, which is now under way. To 
gather their firsthand statistical story of every man, 
woman, and child in the nation, they will track 
down people w h erever they are to be found, 
whether it be city or wilderness. 
They will make their way into caves, mines, tun­ 
nels, boxcars, barn lofts, abandoned streetcars, and 
other unlikely habitations. They will fly helicopters 
in isolated Western mountain areas, use rowboats 
in the Southern delta, slog by dog sled along the

The 1950 U.S. nose count was 151,132,000, com­ 
pared with an estimated 180,000,000 in 1960.

Arctic Circle. Their man hunt will take them inside 
prisons, hospitals, and countless other institutions. 
There is nothing vague or whimsical about the 
questions they will ask when they come calling on 
you. On the contrary, the information unearthed by 
census sleuths will affect the way Americans live 
during the next ten years. The facts will enable 
government, private industry, and labor to plan 
their programs with a minimum of guesswork. 
New hospitals, schools, factories, supermarkets, 
and transportation facilities will be built because of 
what census figures reveal about us. Businessmen 
use census statistics to determine their production. 
An automobile manufacturer, for example, doesn’t 
draw a number out of a hat to decide how many new 
cars to build. Nor does a clothing manufacturer 
arbitrarily decide how many winter coats to pro­ 
duce. Each is guided by census figures which give 
an accurate picture of his potential market. 
Even your state’s representation in Congress may 
be affected by 1960 population figures. The U. S. 
Constitution requires that seats in the House of 
Representatives “ ...shall be apportioned among the 
... S tate s... according to their respective num­ 
bers . . . ” Thus, California is expected to have more 
Congressmen after the 1960 census, and Maine and 
New York fewer. 
The law requires you to answer census ques­ 
tions, so don’t try to avoid or withhold information 
from the enumerator who calls on you. Theres 
really no reason to, since the information you give 
is confidential and can’t be used against you. In 
fact, a census taker who violates the oath of secrecy 
can be fined $1,000 and jailed for two years. 
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h a n c e s a r e , census takers will be bitten by dogs, 
chased by bears, gored by bulls, butted by 
goats, and wet by babies. But it would take more 
than such hazards to deter them from their quest 
for information. They are prepared, too, for some 
unique, amusing, and hazardous situations. 
One nose counter in a previous census noticed 
a prospector on the opposite bank of a river. Since 
there was no boat handy, he swam across with 
paper and pencil in his teeth. 
In 1950, another census taker was barred from 
a nudist colony until he shed his garments. Then 
the nudists willingly answered his questions. 
Nothing seems to faze the experienced census 
taker. One male enumerator ascended an 80-foot 
flagpole to get the facts from a steeple jack who 
refused to come down. 
Census takers are inured, too. to some surpris­ 
ing replies to innocent questions. When a Brook­ 
lyn secretary, for example, was asked if she shared 
a bath, she replied indignantly, “I always bathe 
alone!” And a woman who was asked to name the 
“head of the household” replied, “That’s me. My 
husband is the figurehead.” 
People often lie about their ages, especially 
women between 45 and 60. One mother of a 22-year- 
old daughter insisted she was only 29. When the 
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enumerator pointed out the discrepancy, she ad­ 
mitted, “I’ve lied about my age so long, I’ve foi 
gotten how old I really am.” 
On the other hand, men in their 90s often claim 
to be IOO. “Many men tend to round out their ages 
upward in round numbers,” says a census official 
In their rounds, census takers som etim es ait- 
called on to perform acts of heroism. One arrived 
just in time to join a bucket brigade and help save 
a burning building he had come to enumerate.

imforgettable trip to Molokai, island of the “untouchables”

UK p la n e : headed for Molokai, the srim heap of 
black i(xk that Robert Louis Steveuson had 
once called “ a pitiful place to visit and hell to 
dwell in.” 
In those early days before Father Damien (a mis­ 
sionary who dedicated his life to the colony in the 
last century), it mw^t have bt'en hell— no hospital, 
no doctor, no priest; no fo<xl, no clothing, no houses; 
with each fresh shipment of lepers being met on the 
shore by hundreds of hostile “ residents” who 
pushed the newcomers back into the water in an 
attempt to keep themselves from starvation. 
W e knew that Father D am ien’s coming had 
changtKl all that; that he had stormi*d the govern­ 
ment with rep€*ated appeals for building materials, 
water pipes, and financial aid; that, with his own 
hands, he had carpentered over a thousand coffins 
to bury his pari.shionei"S and had slept for many 
weeks wuth the living on the bare giound. W e knew 
that every day he had faith fu lly dressed their 
wounds, even after that historic Sunday morning 
sermon, “ And W e Lepers,” told his parishioners 
that he, too, had contracted the di.sease. 
W e knew that Brother Joseph Dutton (who 
was born in the Trapps’ adopted home town of 
Stowe, V t.), later had effected even better condi­ 
tions in the .settlement; but, just the .same, as we 
actually flew over the precipice, the black rocks and 
jagged coastline lookt>d most unfriendly. 
So with mixed feelings, we dropped steadily 
down, pa.st the 1,600 feet of gloomy rock, to the tiny 
triangle of the leper settlement. W e were somewhat 
apprehensive. In all our travels, our only encounter 
w'lth lepers had bt‘en through the Gospels, in the 
pleading entreaty of the poorest of the poor: “ Lord, 
if Thou w'ilt. Thou canst make us clean.” And in the 
compassionate an.swer: “ I w'ill. Be thou made clean.” 
Now we were to meet them face to face. M y heart 
beat wildly as we crossed the narrow' landing strip 
tow'ard Father Logan (present-day succe.s.sor to 
Father Dam ien) and his group. As we greeted 
Father, each one of us made a great effort not to 
look too closely, not to give an impression of curi­ 
osity; yet we could not help noticing their muti­ 
lated features. 
The sight drew from us such a wave of compas­ 
sion that our one desire w’as to show that it did not 
matter a bit. that we lovt*d them all the more. W ith 
outstretchiKl hands 1 went forward, completely for­ 
getting the instructions 1 had receivixl: don’t touch 
the patients; don’t touch anything they may have 
touchtxl. 
What happened next pierced our hearts. The 
whole row of people took a few' steps back. Arms 
and hands all vani.shed behind their backs; and, 
though the piM)r featureless faces smikxl at us, their 
w'hole bearing signaleil, “ W e are the untouchables.”

Mercifully, Father Logan took over. We w'ere 
speeded into w'aiting cars,-with our first des­ 
tination to be Brother Dutton's grave in the ceme­ 
tery of Kalawao, three miles away. The narrow’ dirt 
road took us past many graves— Buddhist, Catholic, 
and Prote.stant— until at last we found ourselves 
standing in a little church graveyard close under 
that dark perptuidicular wall that had always so 
impressed us in pictures. 
Father Damien had built the church with his own 
hands. Brother Dutton’s grave was marktxl only 
with a simple cross and an irtscription: “Joseph 
Dutton. Born April 27, 1843.” Gently, Johannes 
placed our Mount Mansfield pine wreath at the 
foot of the cross.

garden with flowering trees and bushes, each litth* 
lanai cov’ered w ith b rig h tly bloom ing flow'ers.

To this day. not one has; but the one i-ondition 
specified by M other M arianne, along with lier 
prophecy, was scrupulous cleanliness. 
After lunch. Sister Hermine showed us through 
the spacious, airy hospital, explaining. “ The hos­ 
pital is scrubbed every day. and everyone dealing 
with the ¡latients washes her hands immixliately 
afterward.” 
I noticed that she drew us past several clostxl 
dfxirs— “ the worst cases”— and later, whc‘n w'e W'cre 
alone together for a few minutes, I pleaded with 
Sister for permi.ssion to be allowerl to visit some 
of them.

The mother of the renowned singing Trapp fam ily tells of their 


unforgettable trip to Molokai, island of the “untouchables” 
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UK p l a n e headed for Molokai, the glim heap o f 
black rock that Robert Louis Stevenson had 
once called “a pitiful place to visit and hell to 
dwell in." 
In those early days before F ath er Damien (a m is­ 
sionary who dedicated his life to the colony in the 
last cen tu ry ), it m int have been hell— no hospital. 
no doctor, no priest; no food, no clothing, no houses; 
with each fresh shipm ent of lepers being met on the 
sh o re by h u n d red s of hostile “ resid en ts" who 
pushed the newcomers back into the w ater in an 
attem pt to keep themselves from starvation. 
W e kn ew th at F a th e r D a m ien 's com ing had 
changed all that; that he had storm ed the govern­ 
m ent with repeated appeals for building materials, 
w ater pipes, and financial aid; that, with his own 
hands, he had carpentered over a thousand coffins 
to bury his parishioners and had slept for many 
weeks w’ith the living on the b are giound. We knew 
th a t e v e ry day he had faith fu lly dressed their 
wounds, even after that historic Sunday morning 
sermon, “And We Lepers," told his parishioners 
that he, too, had contracted the disease. 
We knew that Brother Joseph Dutton (who 
was born in the Trapps' adopted hom e town of 
Stowe, Vt.), later had effected even better condi­ 
tions in the settlement: but, just the same, as we 
actually flew over the precipice, the black rocks and 
jagged coastline looked most unfriendly. 
So with mixed feelings, w’e dropped steadily 
down, past the 1,600 feet of gloomy rock, to the tiny 
triangle of the leper settlement. We w ere som ewhat 
apprehensive. In all our travels, our only encounter 
with lepers had been through the Gospels, in the 
pleading entreaty of the poorest of the poor: “Lord, 
if T hou wilt, Thou canst m ake us clean.” And in the* 
com passionate answer: “I will. Be thou made clean." 
Now we w ere to meet them face to face. My heart 
beat wildly as we crossed the narrow landing strip 
tow ard Father Logan (present-day successor to 
F ath er D am ien) and his group. As we greeted 
Father, each one of us made a great effort not to 
look too closely, not to give an impression of cu ri­ 
osity; yet we could not help noticing their m uti­ 
lated features. 
The sight drew from us such a wave of com pas­ 
sion that our one desire was to show that it did not 
m atter a bit, that we loved them all the more. With 
outstretched hands I w ent forward, completely for­ 
getting the instructions I had received: don’t touch 
the patients; don't touch anything they may have 
touched. 
W hat happened next pierced our hearts. The 
whole row of people took a few steps back. Arm s 
and hands all vanished behind their backs; and, 
though the poor featureless faces smiled at us, their 
whole bearing signaled, “We are the untouchables."

Mercifully, F ather Logan took over. We w ere 
sp eed ed into w aiting c a rs,-w ith our first d e s ­ 
tination to be Brother D utton's grave in the cem e­ 
tery of Kalawao, three miles away. The narrow dirt 
road took us past many graves—Buddhist, Catholic, 
and Protestant-—until at last we found ourselves 
standing in a little church graveyard close under 
that dark perpendicular wall that had always so 
impressed us in pictures. 
Father Damien had built the church with his own 
hands. Brother D utton's grave was m arked only 
with a simple cross and an inscription: “Joseph 
Dutton. Born April 27, 1843.” Gently, Johannes 
placed our Mount Mansfield pine w reath at the 
foot of the cross. 
Then we began to sing. How often have I felt 
with deepest gratitude this great glory of our life 
as a singing family: that, w henever words failed to 
say w hat was taking place in our hearts, w e could 
always express it in music. We sang and sang and 
sang— our whole New England repertoire— until, 
finally leaving, we sang a Te Dexim. too, for F ather 
Damien by the spot w h ere his grave had been b e­ 
fore his body was taken back to Belgium. 
As F ather Logan drove us back across the penin­ 
sula, we were impressed to see many attractive lit­ 
tle houses, each one surrounded bv a beautiful

garden with flowering trees and bushes, each little 
la n ai c o v e re d w ith b rig h tly b lo o m in g flow ers. 
“Those belong to the patients." F ather explained, 
and went on to tell us that these pretty, com fort­ 
able cottages with their lava-stone walls are p ri­ 
vately owned. The Territorial G overnm ent, through 
the board of health, has done everything within its 
power to provide for the comfort and accom m oda­ 
tion of these people. 
“And now the sisters are waiting." Father said 
suddenly, pulling his car to a stop in front of a low. 
comfortable little house, half-hidden in the trees 
and flowers of the hospital grounds. Three nuns, 
dressed in white, wen* standing on the porch to 
greet us and, as Father introduced Sister Herm inc, 
the superior of the Sisters of Saint Francis, I real­ 
ized that we had all m et before in then convent in 
Syracuse, N. Y. 
We had a fine reunion over lunch, while the 
sisters patiently relived for us the story of their 
Mother M arianne's first coming to tin* island 3(1 
years before with five others, and of her firm anil 
reassuring prophecy: “ No one of our sisters will 
ever contract the disease. 
To this day, not one has: but the one condition 
specified by M other M arianne, along w ith her 
prophecy, was scrupulous cleanliness. 
After lunch. Sister Hemline* showed us through 
the spacious, airy hospital, explaining. "The hos­ 
pital is scrubbed every day, and everyone dealing 
with the patients washes her hands immediately 
afterw ard." 
I noticed that she drew us past several dosed 
d o o r s - " th e w orst cases" 
and later, w hen we were 
alone together for a few minutes. I pleaded with 
Sister for permission to be allowed to visit some 
of them. In her great kindness, she let me, and to 
the end of my days I shall be grateful.

E CALLED FIRST o n Lahale (Hawaiian for R a­ 
chel). She was sitting on h er bed dangling what 
had once been her legs. “Lahale," said Sister, “here 
is the m o th er of th e singing fam ily, com e to 
visit you.”
